The reply filed on July 1 8, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants' claim amendments fail to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .121 (c)(2), because the amendments within 
line 4 of claims 6 and 8 changing "disperser" to "dispenser" have not been identified to show the changes from the previous version of 
the claims. Since these changes have not been identified, it cannot be determined if the changes are intentional. Since the respective 
words have different meanings, the intended claim language must be determined and clearly set forth. Furthermore, it is unclear that 
applicants have clearly addressed the rejection of the "can be" language within claims 6 and 8, set forth within paragraph 4 of the 
previous Office action, because support has not been provided for the "unrestricted" language. The drawings fail to provide the 
necessary support, because each relevant drawing shows at least partial closing of the bores or slots, and it is not seen that drawings 
can be relied upon to provide support for the intention of unrestricted flow. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY 
BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1 .136(a),
